Ukiah firefighter lunches with the President

A week ago, Tyler Bushby thought his 
summer firefighting job with Ukiah 
CalFire was nearly over for the season. 
But as often happens in life things changed 
quickly. 

On Monday, Bushby headed to 
Southern California as part of Mendocino 
County’s strike team to help battle devas- 
tating fires burning throughout the region. 
And on Thursday he had lunch with the 
President of the United States. 

Reached by cell phone Thursday night 
at the firefighters’ incident base in 


Escondido, Bushby said he and the other 
firefighters were “exhausted” but other- 
wise fine. 

“We’re not getting much recovery 
sleep,” he said, adding that they are work- 
ing 24-hour shifts on the fire line and 
catching short naps when they can. 

Bushby said the firefighters had heard 
President Bush was planning a visit to the 
fire scene, but they didn’t know exactly 
when or where that was going to happen. 

On Thursday morning when his team 
got off the fire line, Bushby said he saw 
“lots more police vehicles on the road.” He 
said he and some other firefighters were 


asked to have lunch with Bush “and hang 
out and answer questions.” 

He said meeting the President was an 
honor, and that Bush mainly wanted to 
know how they were doing and if they had 
everything they needed to help them fight 
the fire. “He was there to support the fire- 
fighters, the families and the people of the 
town,” Bushby said. 

The Ukiah CalFire summer firefighter, 
who also volunteers with the Ukiah Fire 
Department, said he expects to be released 
from the fire scene on Nov. 5, just in time 
to celebrate his 24th birthday in Ukiah on 
Election Day.

PFLAG to honor Sister Jane, Youth Drop-In Center

Sister Jane Kelley and the Gay, 
Lesbian and Me Youth Drop-In 
Center in Ukiah will be honored 
Saturday by Parents, Family and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays 
North Bay for their work to help 
alleviate discrimination toward the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen- 


der community. 

Sister Jane Kelley is well-known 
in the community for her work with 
Plowshares, but less is known about 
her support of gays and lesbians 
through the written word. 

In two of her books -- “Taught to 
Believe the Unbelievable,” and 
“Religion vs Reality” -- Kelley 
shares her views of homosexuality 


and how they differ from the beliefs 
of mainstream Catholicism. 

“Tt’s not a matter of the will, but 
the genes,” Kelley said. “When the 
baby is conceived, some have a ten- 
dency to be attracted to the same 
sex. So it’s not a matter of ‘you can 
change if you just put your mind to 
it?” 

In her books Kelley deconstructs 


the “Catholic myths” surrounding 
homosexuality, including a descrip- 
tion by a Vatican archbishop 
describing pedophilia as a concrete 
form of homosexuality. 
“Homosexuality is not synony- 
mous with a pedophile,” Kelley 
said, “and the church’s condemna-

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Group asks 
for halt to 
demolition 
of Masonite 


Discussion of project on 
Board of Supervisors agenda

Concern over the release of various toxins 
and contaminants during the demolition of the 
former Masonite site has a group of residents 
calling for greater government oversight of the 
project. 

Several members of the unnamed group 
voiced their concerns during the public com- 
ment portion of Tuesday’s Mendocino County 
Board of Supervisors meeting. 

“This could end up being the closest thing 
this county has seen to a Love Canal,” said 
group member Steve Scalmanini, referring to 
the Niagara Falls, N.Y. neighborhood built atop 
buried toxic waste. 

Ron Reinhart, owner of Complete 
Environmental Solutions, which is overseeing 
the demolition, said he refused to comment 
other than saying “I let my record stand.” 

Kathy Kelly, a field representative for 
Mendocino and Lake counties for Sen. Pat 
Wiggins, D-Santa Rosa, said the senator was 
watching the proceedings closely. 

“Part of the complaint is it isn’t being done 
in a transparent way,” she said. “We will be fol- 
lowing any movement.” 

Chris Brown, air pollution control officer for 
the Mendocino County Air Quality 
Management District, said he has gotten word 
of similar questions being raised, but had not 
found any evidence which pointed to any mis- 
management or contamination. 

“Tve heard a lot of general complaints,” he 
said. “I haven’t had anybody point to any spe- 
cific areas.” 

Brown said asbestos is a major concern and 
that his department monitors the removal closely.

3 injured in 
rollover on 
Highway 20

Three Fort Bragg residents suffered minor to 
major injuries Wednesday night in a single- 
vehicle rollover accident on Highway 20. 

According to reports from the California 
Highway Patrol, Shantel Silva, 20, of Fort 
Bragg, was westbound on Highway 20 in a 
2000 Mercury Mountaineer with passengers 
Kendra Anker, 19, and Shane Porter, 25, both of 
Fort Bragg. 

Silva was traveling at around 50 mph when 
she thought she saw an animal on her right in 
the distance, according to CHP reports. Silva 
steered left to avoid the animal, oversteered and 
ended up in the eastbound lane. 

She tried to steer back into the westbound 
lane, but lost control of the vehicle and drove 
into a ditch on the north edge of the roadway. 
The vehicle overturned at least twice before 
coming to rest, according to CHP reports. One 
of the passengers was ejected. 

Anker sustained major injuries to the head 
and face and was flown to Santa Rosa 
Memorial Hospital. 

Porter suffered moderate injuries, including 
cuts to the face and forehead. He was transport- 
ed to Mendocino Coast Hospital for treatment. 

Silva suffered minor injuries, including cuts 
to the hands and pain in her neck and back; she 
was also taken to Coast Hospital for treatment. 

The accident remains under investigation, 
but alcohol is not believed to have been a factor.

Retired Redwood Valley Fire Department Fire Chief 
Delbert Phelps passed away on Tuesday, October 24, 

2007 at UVMC. 

He was born in Redwood Valley in a house across the 
street where the “Delbert Phelps Firehouse’ stands. 

He attended grade school in Redwood Valley and 
graduated from Ukiah High 

School in 1948. Delbert spent a total of 64 years dedi- 
cated to his love of fire fighting. He began going to fires 
in 1943 at the age of 13. At that time up until 1953 everyone in the valley was more or less 
a volunteer fireman. 1944 he began working for the California Dept. of Forestry for a year 
when they raised the age limit for employment and he resigned but then resumed dedicat- 
ing more time as a volunteer with the Redwood Valley Fire Dept. until 1945. 1946 thru 1947 
he was a fire fighter for C.D.F. 1948 thru 1949 a fire truck driver for C.D.F. 1950 thru 1952 
C.D.F. Fire Crew Foreman. In 1953 the year the Redwood Valley-Calpella Volunteer Firemen 
organized he became a charter member. 

He was appointed Fire Captain and Training Officer in 1959. 1977 Delbert was appointed 
Assistant Chief of the volunteers and continued as Training Officer. 1977 he received State of 
California Teaching Credentials-Fire Science. 

On May 19, 1978 he completed 25 years of service for the Masonite Corporation at which 
time he retired from Masonite. 

He owned along with his wife Jeannie , Phelps Fire Extinguisher Service a for 25 years. 

February 1978 he was appointed paid Assistant Fire Chief of the RVFD and was 
appointed paid Fire Chief in July 1978 and held that title until October 1, 1995 when he 
retired. From Oct. 1, until May 1, 1993 his son David Phelps was his Assistant Chief and for 13 
of those years his son-in-law Ken Wilson was a volunteer. 

In 2005 Delbert was honored and surprised that the Redwood Valley Firehouse was dedi- 
cated and named “The Delbert Phelps Firehouse.” 6 months after retiring he was diagnosed 
with cancer and fought a strong courageous battle for eleven years and six moths. 

During his retired years, Jeannie and he took cruises to Alaska and did other traveling as 
well. He and Jeannie would have celebrated their 59th wedding anniversary on November 
30 of this year. 

Delbert is survived by Jeannie , Redwood Valley, his daughter Linda Phelps-Wilson and 
husband Ken , son David Phelps and wife Sue also of Redwood Valley. Grandchildren Emily 
Wilson of Redwood Valley, Christian Wilson and wife Brenda of Hutto, Texas, Paige Allen of 
Napa, Catina Haugen and husband Jeff of Petaluma and Amy Binkley and husband Brian of 
Redwood Valley.

‘HOT SOCKS for cold feet

Soroptimist International Yokayo 
Sunrise, under the leadership of pro- 
ject chair Sandy Dow, annually col- 
lects almost 1,000 pairs of socks and 
donates them to Plowshares. This pro- 
ject is in conjunction with United 
Way’s annual “Make A Difference 
Day” in October. 

“HOT SOCKS” stands for 
“Helping Others’ Tootsies Soroptimist 
Organizing the Community to Keep 
‘Em Snug” and was the brainchild of 
Charter Member and President Linda 
Simon. 

Members of SIYS gather new or 
kindly recycled (clean and no holes) 
socks. They do so throughout the year 
by going through their drawers and 
donating socks they don’t use or no 
longer need as well as picking up a 
package of socks now and then when 


they see them on sale. This year the 
organization collected 610 pairs. 

“We have been doing HOT SOCKS 
for eight years and have given away 
over 13,325 pairs of socks to 
Plowshares, as well as Ukiah Senior 
Center, Nuestra Casa, Project 
Sanctuary and the Mendocino County 
Chapter of the American Red Cross 
(when it existed).” 

Mary Buckley, Executive Director 
of Plowshares, commented on the 
great need for socks for those who use 
Plowshares for meals or personal care. 

“People come in cold and wet and 
we are always in need of dry socks.” 

Rhonda De Los Santos, operations 
manager of Plowshares, added, “We 
have between 20 to 31 people a day, 
of all ages, and this cold, wet weather 
is really hard on them. Being able to 
put on dry, clean socks is such a good 
thing for them.” 


Plowshares is planning on being in 
their new building on Jan. 14, 2008, 
and are planning a grand opening on 
Sunday, Jan. 6. 

There will be many changes in the 
new facility, the major differences are 
that evening meals will be served 
instead of noon meals and there will 
be no showers available.

HazMobile returns to Willits 
Corporation Yard this weekend 


The HazMobile household hazardous waste collection team 
will return to the Willits Corporation Yard, at 380 E. 
Commercial Street (behind the library) on Friday and Saturday, 
Oct. 26 and 27, from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

Dangerous chemicals that can’t go in the trash are accepted 
by the HazMobile for recycling or special disposal. 

The service is free to households but there is a limit of 15 
gallons per vehicle per day (or 60 feet of fluorescent tubes) and 
five electronics items. The 15 gallons are measured by the 
capacity of the containers of hazardous materials. If individuals 
wish to dispose of more than 15 gallons, they must make a spe- 
cial appointment and a fee will be charged. 

Small business waste is also welcome at the collection but an 
appointment must be made and a fee will be applied per gallon 
of waste. When bringing materials to the HazMobile, the pub- 
lic should be careful that items are kept in their original con- 
tainers (except motor oil which can be consolidated), that noth- 
ing is leaking, and that all containers are tied down. 

Toxic items like paint, antifreeze, pesticides, herbicides, pool 
chemicals, gasoline, solvents, acids, bases, toxic cleaners, 
household batteries and fluorescent light tubes are accepted by 
the HazMobile. Explosives and road flares are excluded. 

Motor oil, oil filters, televisions, computer monitors and car 
batteries can be recycled at the Willits Transfer Station, 350 
Franklin Avenue, open Tuesday through Saturday, 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. The HazMobile collects at some location in Mendocino or 
Lake Counties almost every weekend. The schedule and more 
information is available by calling the local Recycling Hotline, 
468-9704, or on the Internet at http://www.MendoRecycle.org. 

The HazMobile is a service of the Mendocino Solid Waste 
Management Authority. Financial support is provided by the 
California Integrated Waste Management Board.

Stop wave energy projects 


To the Editor: 

It’s was such a joy to have friends here 
for the weekend in time to see a spectacu- 
lar migration of hundreds of Brown 
Pelicans converging for a half hour on 
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Cormorant rock, as the sun was setting 
from Heeser Drive in Mendocino. 

I came to appreciate this phenomena 
while listening to community input at a 
panel discussion sponsored by the North 
Coast Fishermen’s Assoc. forum and the 
Alliance for Democracy at TownHall. It’s 
incredible to think that these northern 
coastal waters rich in nutrients due to the 
upwelling of the lower layers of water 
brought on by the winds, waves and the 
formation of the sea floor is one of only 
four such coastal upwellings worldwide. Is 
this Eden or what? 

This upwelling from the peculiar forma- 
tion of the continental shelf occurs only in 
four coastal regions of the world.” That’s 
why the black footed Albatross flies 6,000 
miles to come here once a week for food to 
feed their young” so said Warren Wade of 
the North Coast Audubon Society. 

The Alliance for Democracy panel dis- 
cussion about whether we want our coast 
to be closed to fishermen while PG&E 
does a feasibility study with $6,000 from 
the FERC which would locate wave energy 
machines in the 17-mile stretch along the 
north coast and four miles out to sea. Or 
could we limit the scale of this experiment 
for the use of electricity for Fort Bragg and 
thereby mitigate the impact on whales, 
wildlife and fishermen by setting up a Fort 
Bragg Municipal Utility District. 

However, the Polamis wave machine off 
the coast of Scotland is known to diminish 
the energy of the waves which then would 
effect the upwelling phenomena which 
brings nutrients to the surface for birds, 
fish and whales. 

Positioning these wave energy machines 
off Eureka’s ocean waters would be more 
feasible since there aren’t so many protrud- 
ing rocks from the ocean floor as there are 
from Point Arena to Westport. 

What Mendocino County needs is pro- 
tection from the hundreds of companies 
applying to the Federal Energy 
Commission to set up wave energy 
machines. Can you imagine snake like 
machines or columns bobbing up and 
down, diminishing the waves, producing 
energy for cities outside of Mendocino 
County for P.G. and E. with costs for 
machines, repairs and storm damage going 
to the rate payers -- that’s us -- the elec- 
tricity users. 

It is in our interest to use tried and effec- 
tive alternative energy as well as conserva- 
tion.

The latest from the 


speech police 


The speech policeman’s lot is not a happy one, as 
the University of Montana at Missoula is learning. 
Herewith a tale about the mess that institution has 
made by regulating political speech. 

Perhaps the university noticed the praise that speech 
rationers in Washington receive when they regulate, as 
with the McCain-Feingold campaign finance law, the 
timing, quantity and content of political speech. In any 
case, the university has a rule that limits candidates for 
student government offices to spending a maximum of 
$100 when campaigning among the university’s 
10,000 students. 

Restrictions on freedoms, and especially freedoms 
as fundamental as those of the First Amendment, 
require serious justifications. So the question is: To 
what pressing problem did the university’s $100 limit 
respond? Or is it merely another manifestation of the 
regnant liberalism common on most campuses -- the 
itch to boss people around? 

Again, what caused the university to so severely cir- 
cumscribe the spending necessary to disseminate polit- 
ical advocacy? Was it big-money corruption, or the 
appearance of it? Not exactly. 

The Associated Students of the University of 
Montana (ASUM) allocates student activity fees, 
which are public funds, and lobbies students, the uni- 
versity administration and the state Legislature on pol- 
icy matters. In April 2004, Aaron Flint ran for the stu- 
dent senate. During the campaign, a large number of 
posters critical of him appeared around the campus. He 
believes they were placed by the University of 
Montana College Democrats and the liberal Montana 
Public Interest Research Group. Neither group is sub- 
ject to the expenditure limits applied to candidates. 

To counter this opposition, Flint spent $214.69 of 
his own money on professionally made posters and 
pizza for his campaign workers. He won. But because 
he spent an impermissible $114.69 -- enough to buy 
seven large Domino’s pepperoni pizzas -- in order to 
respond to unregulated speech, ASUM removed him 
from office. This presumably taught the university’s 
students important lessons about the civic danger 
posed by too many posters (too much political speech) 
and too much pizza, and about the dignity of the law. 

Flint took the university to court, charging that his 
rights of political speech and association had been vio- 
lated. A district court, genuflecting before the universi- 
ty’s academic autonomy, declared the $100 limit a rea- 
sonable measure to “ensure all students enjoy equal 
access to the educational benefits available through 
student elections and governance.” 

Now, that is a novel argument: Equal “access” to the 
educational benefits of student politics would be 
diminished if more political advocacy were permitted. 
Unpersuaded, Flint appealed, but his appeal took him 
to the epicenter of novel argumentation, the reliably 
liberal and frequently reversed 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

It ruled against Flint, arguing that the university’s 
limits on political speech are reasonably related to two 
permissible institutional objectives -- providing “stu- 
dent candidates a valuable educational experience” 
and maintaining the election process “as an education- 
al tool, rather than an ordinary political exercise.” Two 
things were unexplained: What is the nifty educational 
value of an election process that is not an ordinary 
political process? And: How does severely limiting 
political speech serve “a valuable educational experi- 
ence”? 

Anyway, last summer the U.S. Supreme Court, 
while upholding the right of a high school to restrict 
speech advocating the use of illegal drugs, stressed that 
students’ rights are greatest with respect to political 
speech and ideological speech. And Justice Sam Alito, 
joined by Justice Anthony Kennedy, stressed that the 
ruling “provides no support for any restriction of 
speech that can plausibly be interpreted as comment- 
ing on any political or social issue.” 

Courts have spun a complex tangle of law distin- 
guishing different degrees of permissible regulation of 
speech depending on which kind of “forum” it occurs 
in -- a “limited public forum,” a “designated public 
forum,” even a “metaphysical” forum (it is not physi- 
cal). In this case, the forum is neither mysterious nor 
small nor the university’s property: The $100 limit 
covered an individual’s political advocacy not just on 
campus but on public sidewalks and streets throughout 
Missoula, where many students live. 

If the Supreme Court takes Flint’s appeal, it will see 
that the University of Montana is indeed teaching stu- 
dents a lesson about politics -- the pernicious lesson 
that politics should be conducted under tight restric- 
tions on advocacy. The university is preventing stu- 
dents from learning such essential civic skills as how 
to raise and allocate political money for advertising 
and organizing. Thus do the grossly anti-constitutional 
premises of McCain-Feingold seep through society, 
poisoning the practice of democracy at all levels.

Unclaimed Property Division. 
If so, you may choose to just 
scan this column to find some 
new information, but my 
guess is that there are plenty 
of people who still do not 
know about it and how to 
search for money due them. 

Years ago the state used to 
buy a large display ad and list 
names of people in that area 
that were listed and may be 
eligible for unclaimed proper- 
ty. This gave you a “head’s 
up” if your name was there. 
The term “property” is mis- 
leading. To the state it is 
money from refunds, credits, 
dividends, pension funds, 
interest payments, final pay- 
checks, old, forgotten or 
unknown bank accounts and 
more. 

As an example: your father 
died seven years ago. The 
estate was settled, you 
thought, but actually no one 
knew about a bank account, 
and the bank was not obliged 
to nor knew how to refund 
that money to the heirs. The 
bank held it until the seven 


year limit and then it had to be 
forwarded to the State who 
sits on it for awhile and then 
does the annual announce- 
ment. 

Another example would be 
dividends from an old stock 
account, overpayment and 
refund from an insurance 
company. They sent out the 
check, but the mail was 
returned. In my case, a check 
went to my office address 
using North State Street and in 
actuality, the address is South 
State Street. Or the number 
was simply wrong. In any 
event, the mail was returned 
and the file and notice went 
back to the State. 

I remember when I was on 
the Board of the Ukiah Senior 
Center, someone had left the 
Center some money in their 
estate, and while browsing, I 
saw the name and we were 
able to get $2,500 plus interest 
from the Controller’s Office. 

I browse twice a year 
because as these seven year 
limits expire at an institution, 
one could pop up. I look under 
every name I ever had, and do 
the same for every family 
member or friend I know

while I am at it. I always look 
under “Ukiah” and see many 
businesses that have money 
due them and have called 
them. I told a friend about this 
and we looked up his brother’s 
name and found a refund for 
$1,100. His brother was in 
very bad financial shape and 
this was a boon to him. 

There are people who have 
made a business of looking up 
names from the website, and 
searching for the correct 
addresses. They attempt to 
contact the individual and 
offer to do the retrieval of the 
funds for them. Of course they 
take a percentage and they 


usually only go after hefty 
sums. The form is very simple 
and it is really quite easy, so I 
believe that many people 
could do this on their own. 

The reason this topic 
caught my attention for this 
column is because Unclaimed 
Property is in the news. The 
Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco dis- 
covered that the state routine- 
ly seized the unclaimed and 
liquidated assets without 
properly notifying the owners 
before taking action, so they 
have prohibited the 
Controller’s Office from col- 
lecting lost or forgotten prop- 
erty since June, 2007. There 
are strict laws created by the 
Legislature about notification 
and the court felt that the state 
was not following protocol. 
The Court also felt that the 
state was not trying hard 
enough to notify the owners of 
the property. 

As a result, the Legislature 
allotted $8 million for the con- 
troller to establish and create a 
dedicated office and program 
to assure that everything was 
done to get the money back to 
whom it belonged. One 
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Sacramento attorney who 
recently won the case against 
the state for this problem stat- 
ed that the new program is 
flawed and that specifically 
there is almost no avenue to 
reach people or assets in other 
states. 

He also wanted the state to 
return to publishing the ads in 
the paper as they had done in 
the past. 

Just posting the website 
without reminding people via 
an advertisement is not an 
aggressive search. If the 
owner does not “discover” the 
funds after so much time, the 
property goes back to the state 
to fund schools and programs 

Today over $300 million 
dollars in unclaimed assets are 
transferred to the state each 
year from bank accounts, etc. 
Presently there are $5 billion 
dollars in assets held by the 
state and viewable on their 
Web site. I know, I know, you 
are thinking about the interest 
rate. Yep It accrues and grows 
and if and when you do claim 
your property, it is paid to 
you. 

So... if you have a com- 
puter, and some time, write a 


list of names: Don’t forget 
maiden names, names from a 
previous marriage, parents or 
relatives that have passed, and 
also try some deviations in the 
name in case it was spelled 
incorrectly. 

Then pour a cup of some- 
thing, settle into your comput- 
er chair and go on a treasure 
hunt, crossing off the names 
as you go. Go to 
www.sco.ca.gov/col/upc/inde 
x.shtml. 

The search list will separate 
businesses from individual, 
and give a town. 

If you don’t know the town, 
leave it out. You have to dou- 
ble click to see the organiza- 
tion. If you find someone, 
print out the form, fill it out 
and mail whatever the state 
needs for verification. It is 
exciting, but tiring too. 

But heck This is a Treasure 
Hunt, it has to have some 
effort put into it and if you are 
really lucky maybe you’ll find 
something for you or another. 
All states have these lists, and 
so does the federal branch, so 
happy hunting Remember, 
Out of the Mud, Grows the 
Lotus.

Willis excels in rookie campaign; wants wins 


SANTA CLARA (AP) — Patrick 
Willis leads the NFL in tackles per 
game, but it’s bringing him little satis- 
faction so far during his outstanding 
rookie season. 

Willis has been a wonder in the 
middle of San Francisco’s 3-4 defense 
and has quickly established himself as 
the catalyst driving that unit from his 
inside linebacker position. He has led 
the 49ers in tackles in five of their six 
games. 

But the team’s first-round draft pick 
isn’t getting caught up in all those 
tackles. He’s more concerned with the 
big picture. 

“It’s about being productive, but 
most of all it’s about winning,” Willis 
said Thursday. “And right now we 
have a four-game losing streak.” 


Willis is eager to bring that slide to 
an end Sunday when the 49ers (2-4) 
host the New Orleans Saints (2-4) in a 
game between two of the NFC’s most 
disappointing teams so far this season. 
His job in particular will be to keep an 
eye on flashy running back Reggie 
Bush, who burned the 49ers with four 
touchdowns last December as the 
Saints routed San Francisco 34-10 in 
New Orleans. 

With stopping players such as Bush 
in mind, the 49ers selected Willis with 
the No. 11 overall pick in the NFL 
draft to bring speed and relentless pur- 
suit to their defense. The rookie cer- 
tainly hasn’t disappointed. 

From an 11-tackle effort in the 
49ers’ season-opening victory over 
Arizona to a season-high 13-tackle

BOSTON, Mass. — First a 
blowout, then a nail-biter. 
October ace Curt Schilling 
and Boston’s stingy bullpen 
figured out another way to 
stop Colorado. 

Relying more on guile than 
pure gas, Schilling pitched the 
Red Sox to a 2-1 victory 
Thursday night and a 2-0 lead 
in the World Series over the 
suddenly stagnant Rockies. 

Mike Lowell hit a tiebreak- 
ing double in the fifth and the 
Red Sox got 3 2-3 innings of 
shutout relief from Hideki 
Okajima and Jonathan 
Papelbon to win their sixth 
straight Series game, 


the 23-year-old rookie held 
Boston hitless for three 
innings with an array of 96 
mph fastballs and sharp slid- 
ers. He stayed poised, too, 
calmly taking time to gather 
himself behind the mound as 
Boston’s big boppers stepped 
in. 

Jimenez walked two in the 
third and Ortiz took a shot at 
Pesky’s Pole, barely missing a 
three-run homer on a drive 
that curled just foul.

Nearly automatic in 
October, he improved to 11-2 
with a 2.23 ERA in 19 post- 
season starts and tipped his 
cap to the pulsing crowd as he 
walked off the mound — per- 
haps for the final time in a 
Red Sox uniform. 

His fastball hovering 
around 87 mph, Schilling held 
punchless Colorado in check 
for 5 1-3 innings and became 
the second 40-year-old starter 
to win a World Series game. 
Detroit’s Kenny Rogers did it 
last year against the 
Cardinals. 

Coming off eight days of 
rest, the wide-eyed Rockies 
looked awfully rusty while 
getting blitzed in the opener. 
They hardly resembled the 
team that had won 10 straight 
and 21 of 22 to earn the first 
pennant in their 15-year histo- 
ry. 

Colorado came to play in 
Game 2. But Boston’s pitch- 
ers were too much for an 
offense that really hasn’t hit 
all month. The Rockies’ 
incredible charge to the pen- 
nant masked this fact: they 
entered Thursday batting only 
.235 in the postseason. 

Okajima entered with two 
on in the sixth and Boston 
leading 2-1.

WORLD SERIES ORIGIN 

Before the birth of the 
World Series in 1903, there 
were other postseason cham- 
pionships, including the first 
in 1884 between the National 
League's Providence Grays 


and the American 
Association's New York 
Metropolitans. Providence 
swept New York in three 
games. 

In August 1903, Pittsburgh 
Pirates owner Barney 


Dreyfuss and Boston Pilgrims 
(later the Red Sox) President 
Henry Killilea conceived a 
nine-game postseason series 
to showcase their teams. With 
a handshake, the World Series 
was born. On Sept. 16, 1903, 
the two signed a formal agree- 
ment covering ticket prices 
(50-cent minimum), team 
shares (the visiting club was 
to receive 25 cents per ticket 
sold) and umpires (one was 
furnished by the National 
League and the other by the 
American League). 

The inaugural World Series 
proved a major success, espe- 
cially for Boston, which upset 
the favored Pirates, five 
games to three. 

Despite the success of the 
initial World Series, animosity 
between New York Giants 
President John Brush, 
Manager John McGraw and 
American League President 
Ban Johnson prohibited the 
NL Champion Giants from 
meeting Boston, again the AL 
pennant winners, in a 1904 
championship. But public out- 
cry against the Giants was so 
great, Brush relented and pro- 
posed to make the World 
Series a best-of-seven annual 
affair beginning in 1905 (it 
reverted to a best-of-nine for- 
mat from 1919-21).

“When you start making 
tackles that change the game, 
when you start doing things 
that change the outcomes of 
games, then maybe I'll start to 
feel that way,” Willis said. 
“When you start doing things 
that change the momentum of 
the game and the outcome of 
the game, then we can be talk- 
ing about something. Right 
now, to me, I’m just doing the 
ordinary.” 

Others might view it as 
extraordinary. Willis was 
selected as the NFL’s 
Defensive Rookie of the 
Week after each of the sea- 
son’s first two weeks, and he 
has been around the football 
enough to force one fumble 
and knock down three passes. 

“He started off the season 
making a lot of plays and he’s 
continued to do that,” 49ers 
coach Mike Nolan said. “He’s 
got very good instincts and he 
travels fast. You put the two 
together and you can make a 
lot of plays, and that’s kind of 
what he’s done so far.” 

Willis is only getting start- 
ed. Nolan says Willis, who 
also plays in several defen- 
sive sub-packages, already is 
being given more responsibil- 
ity within the defense than 
some veterans ever are asked 
to do. And he’s handling it all 
with confidence and poise. 

But Willis just yearns to do 
more. “I have yet to play that 
game I’m capable of play- 
ing,” he said. 


LELIE LOOMING AS 
STARTER: Veteran wide 
receiver Ashley Lelie, who 
did not catch a pass in San 
Francisco’s first five games, 
will likely make his first start 
of the season against the 
Saints in place of Darrell 
Jackson, who’s doubtful with 
a quad injury. 

Lelie, who twice in his first 
five NFL seasons led the 
league in average yards per 
reception, saw little action 
until the 49ers finally worked 
him into their 32nd-ranked 
offense last week against the 
Giants. 

Lelie had two receptions 
for 52 yards, including a 47- 
yard reception that is San 
Francisco’s longest offensive 
play so far this season. 

While Nolan was asked 
throughout the past month 
why the team wasn’t getting 
Lelie more involved in the 
attack, the sixth-year veteran 
patiently waiting for his 
chance. 

“Just like the last four or 
five weeks when I wasn’t 
playing, I just have to be 
ready when my opportunity 
comes,” Lelie said. “I can’t 
think about why I wasn’t 
playing in (previous) weeks 
because now this week is 
here. I just have to keep going 
forward, keep making plays 
and keep making strides.” 

Lelie sees the same thing 
happening with San 
Francisco’s lagging offense, 
which will have regular 
starter Alex Smith back in the 
lineup at quarterback after he 
missed all but three plays of 
the 49ers’ past three games 
with a separated shoulder. 

Lelie has yet to catch a 
pass from Smith since joining 
the 49ers, but he gave the 
offense a boost last week 
when San Francisco produced 
267 yards of offense. That 
was only the second time this 
season the 49ers finished a 
game with more than 194 
total yards, and Lelie says it’s 
an indication of things to 
come. 

“We’re right there,” Lelie 
said. “As you can see last 
week, we made some big 
plays down the field. It’s 
almost there. We just have to 
keep plugging and keep fight- 
ing. We still have 10 more 
games to right this ship, so we 
don’t want to start jumping 
ship now.”

USC’s defense looks to stop 
Oregon’s prolific running game

EUGENE, Ore. 
Southern California under- 
stands that slowing down 
Oregon’s offense is best 
accomplished by keeping it 
off the field. 

That means stopping the 
Ducks’ rushing game. 

Fifth-ranked Oregon fea- 
tures the country’s third-best 
rushing offense, and second- 
best overall offense. No. 9 
USC has the nation’s third- 
ranked defense. The two sides 
will collide Saturday at 
Autzen Stadium. 

“They run the ball. That’s 
the main thing we’re going to 
focus on. ... Stop the run and 
make them pass,” USC cor- 
nerback Terrell Thomas said. 
“It’s going to come down to 
everyone doing their job. 
We’re going to have to exe- 
cute, no matter what they call. 

“Thats our No. 1 goal, 
that’s our main job, to shut the 
run down.” 

The Trojans (6-1, 3-1 Pac- 
10) are allowing only 252 
yards a game, but they will be 
tested in a key conference 
game that ultimately could 
have national championship 
implications. The Ducks (6-1 
3-1) average 551 yards a 
game, but haven’t seen a 


defense the caliber of 
Southern Cal. 
“They’re unbelievable. 


They’re a real active D-line 
up front, and they got the best 
defense we’ll face in a long 
time,” Oregon center Max 
Unger said. “We’ve got our 
work cut out for us. We’ll 
pretty much have to play a 
perfect game. It’s going to be 
a barn-burner. It’s going to be 
cool.” 

The Ducks, with a speedy 
spread-option offense, aver- 
age 46.6 points a game. 

Quarterback Dennis Dixon 
has completed 138 of 199 
passes for 1,728 yards and 16 
touchdowns with just three 
interceptions, and he has 416 
yards rushing and seven 
touchdowns this season. As a 


result, Dixon is averaging 
308.2 yards in total offense, 
11th-best nationally. 

Tailback Jonathan Stewart, 
who is averaging 134 yards a 
game, rushed for a career-best 
251 yards and two touch- 
downs in Oregon’s 55-34 vic- 
tory over Washington last 
weekend. 

“They’re extraordinary,” 
USC coach Pete Carroll said. 
“They’re the best offense 
we’ve seen probably since 
we’ve been here. Nobody’s 
even gotten close to slowing 
them down.” 

What remained uncertain 
for the Trojans midway 
through the week was who 
will start at quarterback. Mark 
Sanchez has worked with the 
first unit, but John David 
Booty was also tossing passes 
after missing the last two 
games with a broken middle 
finger on this throwing hand. 

Carroll said Booty is close 
to being ready. 

“I can’t tell you guys how 
much I would love to be out 
there. It means the world to 
me,” Booty said. “That’s 
coach Carroll’s decision. I’m 
getting closer. I’ve just got to 
keep working at it, icing it.” 

Sanchez passed for 130 
yards and a touchdown but 
was intercepted twice in a 20- 
13 victory over Arizona. He 
improved in last weekend’s 
38-0 victory over Notre 
Dame, throwing for 235 yards 
and four TDs with no inter- 
ceptions. 

USC has won the last three 
games against the Ducks, 
including last year’s 35-10 
victory in Los Angeles. The 
Trojans have won their last 
two in Eugene. 

It is the first time in Autzen 
Stadium’s 41-year history that 
two top 10 teams will meet. 

“We need this ball game,” 
Carroll said. “We need to get 
back into Pac-10 play and do 
something about our situation 
that we face with a front-run- 
ning team and a team that’s 
really out there.”

monitoring,” he said. “It’s an 
old facility, and there is a fair 
amount.” 

Brown said the process for 
disposing of the material is 
focused on not releasing any 
particles into the environment. 

“They build a sealed con- 
tainment area which they keep 
under negative air pressure,” 
he said. “They have people 
working inside the contain- 
ment in suits with respirators. 
What they’re doing is getting 
everything wet to keep 
asbestos dust from coming up. 
Then they bag the material, 
bag it again and make sure 
they are wet inside.” 

Cliff Paulin, a member of 
the citizens group, said 
asbestos isn’t the only poten- 
tial concern at the site and that 
the various regulatory agen- 
cies who currently oversee the 
site are only looking at certain 
aspects, not the larger picture. 

“We’ve got agencies over- 
seeing the site, but they have a 
very narrow view of what 
they’re testing,” he said. 

Paulin is one of 18 signers 
of a letter and attached maps 
and supporting information 
sent to the Department of 
Toxics Control dated Oct. 22 
requesting that the DTSC 
“immediately halt demolition

and remedial activities at the 
Masonite site before the 
stacks are dropped and any 
further removal of contami- 
nated soil is permitted.” 
Paulin said the timing of 
the letter had to do with giving 
the Department of Toxics 
Control evidence that further 
testing was needed before the 
site’s smokestacks were 


brought down. 

“Their initial stance was 
they don’t do demolition, but 
after hearing our concerns 
they said that if the citizens 
could find proof that dioxins, 
furans and heavy metals were 
present they would take 
another look at it,” he said. 

Mendocino County CEO 
Tom Mitchell said he plans to 


hold meetings regarding the 
demolition, including a timed 
item scheduled for 1:30 p.m. 
at Tuesday’s Board of 
Supervisors meeting. 

“We’re going to pin down 
exactly when the stacks will 
be laid down,” he said.

tion of homosexuals stating that 
all homosexual acts are intrinsi- 
cally evil is simply not true. 
They can be in a loving rela- 
tionship and be committed to 
each other just as heterosexuals. 
They should have the same 
equal rights as anyone else, and 
it’s discrimination when deci- 
sions are made in a negative 
manner that don’t recognize 
that equality.” 

GLAM is a youth drop-in 
center created to provide safety, 
support, community connec- 
tion, leadership training, educa- 
tion and resources to young 
people ages 13 to 25 who either 
identify as lesbian, gay, bisexu- 
al, transgender, queer or inter- 
sex or who are still questioning 
their sexual identity. 

Katherine Fengler, an inter- 
vention specialist with Public 
Health Department’s Alcohol 
and Other Drugs Program, 
started the group in April with 
Brad Wright of Mendocino 
County AIDS Volunteer 
Network. Since its inception, 
Fengler said an average of 15 
young adults attend every 
week, with the program serving 
around 30 individuals so far. 

Fengler said youth are 
involved in all aspects of the 
center. Though GLAM is called 
a drop-in center, it is currently 
open from 6 to 9 p.m. once a 
week and meets at MCAVN on 
Clara Street in Ukiah, which is 
one of the program’s sponsors. 

The program seeks to teach 
young people leadership abili- 
ties, peer education and training 
in public speaking. The group 
engages in a variety of different 
activities, including a recent 
rummage sale. 

“We’re working on a couple 
of different things,’ Fengler 
said. “One is about doing some 
community health education, 
health outreach work in the 
community for peers. We’re 
going to train them to know 
about alcohol and other drug 
prevention and youth health 
concerns. We’re going to start 
doing speakers’ panels at the 
school, and we have allies night 
once a month when straight 
allies can come.” 


Fengler said the group is 
always in need of volunteers 
and donations of services or 
money to help with training, art 
supplies, food and also rent. For 
more information about 
GLAM, call Fengler at 472- 
2646.

Trio convicted of ripping off 
Microsoft sentenced to prison

OAKLAND — Three people convicted of scamming 
Microsoft Corp. out of millions by buying sharply discounted 
software intended for schools and reselling it to nonacademic 
customers were sentenced to lengthy prison terms. 


Federal prosecutors said Mirza Ali, 


60, and his wife, 


Sameena Ali, 52, orchestrated the scheme that illegally exploit- 
ed a Microsoft program that let companies buy its products 
cheaply if they were to be resold exclusively to educational 
institutions. On Wednesday, a judge sentenced the Alis to each 
serve five years in prison and also ordered the Fremont couple 
to forfeit $5 million in profits and reimburse Microsoft $20 mil- 
lion for the Redmond, Wash., company’s loss. The Alis and 
accomplice Keith Griffens, 56, of Oregon City, Ore., were con- 
victed last year of forming front companies to buy tiny existing 
companies to gain access to the discounted goods.

6 bodies burned by flames found in California

SAN DIEGO — On a day when fire- 
fighters methodically beat back several 
of the wildfires menacing Southern 
California and thousands of evacuees 
were allowed home, authorities said 
Thursday they had found six bodies 
burned by the flames. 

Border Patrol agents on routine patrol 
found four bodies in a wooded area near 
Barrett Junction, just east of San Diego 
and along the Mexican border, agency 
spokeswoman Gloria Chavez said. The 
area is near a major corridor for illegal 
immigrants who often walk hours or even 
days to cross into the United States from 
Mexico. 


Authorities said they discovered the 
bodies Thursday afternoon but did not 
know how long ago the victims died or 
whether the flames were responsible for 
their deaths. 

“They could have been out there a 
while,” said Paul Parker, a spokesman for 
the San Diego County medical examin- 
er’s office. They were tentatively identi- 
fied as three men and one woman. 

Two bodies were discovered in the 
rubble of a burned home in San Diego 
County. Like a 52-year-old Tecate man 
killed Sunday in a fire along the Mexican 
border, the pair had been urged to evacu- 
ate. 

Their deaths brought the number of

people killed by flames to three, while 
seven died of other causes connected to 
the evacuations. 

Flames have consumed more than 
487,000 acres — about 760 square miles 
— and at least 1,800 homes since the 
weekend. About 24,000 homes remained 
threatened, as several major fires were no 
more than 30 percent contained in San 
Diego County and the Lake Arrowhead 
mountain resort area in mountains east of 
Los Angeles. 

Despite the deaths, there were hopeful 
signs Thursday. Firefighters took advan- 
tage of calmer winds and cooler tempera- 
tures to launch an aerial assault on sever- 


al stubborn blazes.
